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MEDAL  OF  HONOR  CITATION, 

The  History  Behind  our  Nation’s 
Highest  Military  Decoration

The  first  formal  system  for  rewarding  acts  of  individual  gallantry  by  the 
nation's  fighting  men  was  established  by  General  George  Washington 
on  August  7, 1 782.  Although  the  Badge  of  Military  Merit  fell  into  disuse 
after  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  idea  of  a decoration  for  individual 
gallantry  remained  through  the  early  1 800s.  In  1 847,  after  the  outbreak 
of  the  Mexican-American  War,  a "certificate  of  merit"  was  established 
for  any  soldier  who  distinguished  himself  in  action.  No  medal  went 
with  the  honor.  After  the  Mexican-American  War,  the  award  was 
discontinued,  which  meant  there  was  no  military  award  with  which 
to  recognize  the  nation's  fighting  men. 

Early  in  the  Civil  War,  a medal  for  individual  valor  was  proposed  to 
General-in-Chief  of  the  Army  Winfield  Scott.  But  Scott  felt  medals 
smacked  of  European  affectation  and  killed  the  idea. 

The  medal  found  support  in  the  Navy,  however,  where  it  was  felt 
recognition  of  courage  in  strife  was  needed.  Public  Resolution  82, 
containing  a provision  for  a Navy  medal  of  valor,  was  signed  into  law 
by  President  Abraham  Eincoln  on  December  21,  1861.  The  medal 
was  "to  be  bestowed  upon  such  petty  officers,  seamen,  landsmen, 
and  Marines  as  shall  most  distinguish  themselves  by  their  gallantry 
and  other  seamanlike  qualities  during  the  present  war." 

Shortly  after  this,  a resolution  similar  in  wording  was  introduced  on 
behalf  of  the  Army.  Signed  into  law  July  1 2, 1 862,  the  measure  provided 
for  awarding  a medal  of  honor  "to  such  noncommissioned  officers  and 
privates  as  shall  most  distinguish  themselves  by  their  gallantry  in  action, 
and  other  soldierlike  qualities,  during  the  present  insurrection." 

Although  it  was  created  for  the  Civil  War,  Congress  made  the  Medal 
of  Honor  a permanent  decoration  in  1 863. 

Almost  3,400  men  and  one  woman  have  received  the  award  for  heroic 
actions  in  the  nation's  battles  since  that  time.

Editor’s  Comments:  ILNA  is  humbled  to  have  Sergeant  Allen  James  Lynch, 
as  Keynote  Speaker  for  our  32nd  Annual  Coin  and  Currency  Show.  As 
liason  for  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  Society,  Sergeant  Lynch  received  his 
Medal  of  Honor  Citation  alongside  of  eleven  other  distinguished  servicemen  on 
May  14th,  1970,  in  the  East  Room  of  the  White  House.  The  comments  listed 
below,  found  at  the  American  Presidency  Project  website  {www.presidency.ucsh. 
edu),  were  delivered  at  the  award  ceremony  by  President  Richard  M.  Nixon: 


Ladies  and  gentlemen: 

I am  very  honored  to  welcome  this  group  here  in  the  East  Room  of 
the  White  House  this  morning,  and  particularly  because  this  is  one  of 
those  occasions  that  is  one  of  the  really  mountaintop  experiences  for  a 
President  of  the  United  States. 

The  Medal  of  Honor  has  been  described  many  times,  and  there  are 
no  words  that  can  add  to  the  grandeur  of  that  medal,  what  it  means  to 
those  who  receive  it, 

I will  simply  say  today  that  as  we  think  of  this  great  country  of  ours- 
particularly  in  this  room,  where  we  see  the  pictures  of  President 
Washington  and  Martha  Washington,  who,  incidentally,  were  the  only 
First  Family  that  never  lived  in  this  house;  it  wasn't  built  until  after  their 
term-  as  we  think  of  the  beginning  of  this  country  190  years  ago,  we 
thinkof  it  asthe  land  of  the  free.  We  should  all  be  reminded  that  it  could 
not  be  the  land  of  the  free  if  it  were  not  also  the  home  of  the  brave. 

Today  we  honor  the  brave  men,  the  men  who,  far  beyond  the  call  of 
duty,  served  their  country  magnificently  in  a war  very  far  away,  in  a war 
which  is  one,  many  times,  not  understood  and  not  supported  by  some 
in  this  country. 

I simply  want  to  say  to  those  who  receive  the  medal  and  to  those  who 
are  your  families,  that  there  are  millions  of  your  countrymen  who  today 
honor  you  as  1 have  the  privilege  of  representing  them  by  presenting 
this  medal  to  you. 

1 believe  also  as  1 stand  here,  that  as  time  goes  on,  millions  more  of  your 
countrymen  will  look  back  at  the  experience  that  you  have  participated 
in  and  they  will  reach  the  conclusion  that  you  served  the  cause  of  the 
land  of  the  free  by  being  brave,  brave  far  beyond  the  call  of  duty;  so  brave 
that  you  received  the  very  highest  award  that  this  Nation  can  provide.

Sergeant  Lynch  was  the  fourth  of  the  twelve  to  receive  his  Citation  as  read  by 

Under  Secretary  of  the  Army  Thaddeus  R.  Beal: 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
authorized  by  Act  of  Congress,  March  3,  1 863, 
has  awarded  in  the  name  of  The  Congress 
the  Medal  of  Honor  to: 

LYNCH,  ALLEN  JAMES 

Rank  and  organization:  Sergeant,  U.S.  Army,  Company  D,  1 st  Battalion 
(Airmobile),  12th  Cavalry,  1st  Cavalry  Division  (Airmobile).  Place  and 
date:  Near  My  An  (2),  Binh  Dinh  province.  Republic  of  Vietnam,  15 
December  1967.  Entered  service  at:  Chicago,  III.  Born:  28  October 
1 945,  Chicago,  III. 

Citation: 

For  conspicuous  gallantry  and  intrepidity  in  action  at  the  risk  of  his  life 
above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty.  Sgt.  Lynch  (then  Sp4c.)  distinguished 
himself  while  serving  as  a radio  telephone  operator  with  Company  D. 
While  serving  in  the  forward  element  on  an  operation  near  the  village 
of  My  An,  his  unit  became  heavily  engaged  with  a numerically  superior 
enemy  force.  Quickly  and  accurately  assessing  the  situation,  Sgt.  Lynch 
provided  his  commander  with  information  which  subsequently  proved 
essential  to  the  unit's  successful  actions.  Observing  three  wounded 
comrades  Lying  exposed  to  enemy  fire,  Sgt.  Lynch  dashed  across 
fifty  meters  of  open  ground  through  a withering  hail  of  enemy  fire  to 
administer  aid.  Reconnoitering  a nearby  trench  for  a covered  position 
to  protect  the  wounded  from  intense  hostile  fire,  he  killed  two  enemy 
soldiers  at  point  blank  range.  With  the  trench  cleared,  he  unhesitatingly 
returned  to  the  fire-swept  area  three  times  to  carry  the  wounded  men 
to  safety.  When  his  company  was  forced  to  withdraw  by  the  superior 
firepower  of  the  enemy,  Sgt.  Lynch  remained  to  aid  his  comrades  at 
the  risk  of  his  life  rather  than  abandon  them.  Alone,  he  defended  his 
isolated  position  for  two  hours  against  the  advancing  enemy.  Using  only 
his  rifle  and  a grenade,  he  stopped  them  just  short  of  his  trench,  killing 
five.  Again,  disregarding  his  safety  in  the  face  of  withering  hostile  fire,  he 
crossed  seventy  meters  of  exposed  terrain  five  times  to  carry  his  wounded 
comrades  to  a more  secure  area.  Once  he  had  assured  their  comfort 
and  safety,  Sgt.  Lynch  located  the  counterattacking  friendly  company 
to  assist  in  directing  the  attack  and  evacuating  the  three  casualties.  His 
gallantry  at  the  risk  of  his  life  is  in  the  highest  traditions  of  the  military 
service,  Sgt.  Lynch  has  reflected  great  credit  on  himself,  the  1 2th  Cavalry, 
and  the  U.S.  Army.

ANA  SUMMER  SEMINAR 


Just  recently,  I went  to  Colorado  Springs  to  a week  long  camp  that  is 
dedicated  to  coins.  Run  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association, 
people  all  over  the  world  came  to  learn  about  coins  during  those  two 
weeks.  In  all,  there  were  about  400  people  between  the  adults  and 
youth  numismatists  (YN's).  I was  awarded  a full  scholarship  for  week 
two,  as  were  other  YN's  so  I didn't  have  to  pay  for  the  flight,  classes, 
or  room  and  board.  There  were  sign-ups  for  classes  before  the  camp, 
either  a couple  two  day  classes  or  one  five  day  class. 


1 chose  a five-day  class  about  detection  of  counterfeit  coins.  The 
instructors  of  the  camp  came  from  all  over.  In  the  five  days  that  I was  in 
this  class,  I learned  a lotof  characteristics  and  diagnostics  of  counterfeit 
and  genuine  coins.  We  spent  three  days  looking  at  slides  and  taking 
many  notes.  Finally  we  got  to  look  at  coins.  The  ANA  actually  has  over 
400  counterfeit  coins  to  look  through,  and  when  there  are  genuine 
coins  mixed  in,  it  is  a challenge. 

There  are  other  things  to  do  besides  classes.  There  were  trips  that 
you  could  take  such  as  going  to  a minor  league  baseball  game,  a trip 
to  Pikes  Peak  (which  I went  on),  or  a private  tour  on  the  floor  of  the 
Denver  Mint  (for  adults  only).  When  1 went  to  the  summit  of  Pikes 
Peak,  I took  a cog  railway  all  the  way  up  to  the  top. 

The  YN's  were  also  responsible  for  setting  up  a charity  auction  which 
happened  later  in  the  week.  My  job  was  finance,  so  I ran  a cash  register 
during  the  auction.  Other  jobs  involved  getting  donations  for  the 
auction,  cataloging,  lot  viewing,  and  running  the  auction.  1 believe  that 
we  raised  $1  7,000  which  goes  to  scholarships  for  YN's  the  following 
year.  People  donated  items  to  the  auction  and  sometimes  they  bought 
them  back  and  gave  them  to  the  YN's. 

If  you  are  a youth  numismatist,  between  1 3 and  22  years  old,  and  are 
a member  of  the  ANA,  you  can  apply  for  a scholarship  next  year,  just 
keep  looking  on  the  ANA  website  for  updates.  The  scholarship  forms 
usually  come  out  around  January  and  there  is  a due  date  so  don't 
forget  about  it.  Be  sure  to  get  one  and  I will  see  you  at  the  ILNA  Show 
in  September. 
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THE  MEDAL  OF  HONOR 


The  Medal  of  Honor  is  the  highest  ranking  award  that  can  be  given  to 
one  person  in  the  military.  Over  3,400  medals  of  the  highest  military 
decoration  have  been  awarded  to  service  personnel  who  show  valor  and 
go  beyond  the  call  of  duty.  This  award  is  available  to  service  men  and 
women  in  all  branches  in  the  military;  Army,  Navy,  Marines,  Air  Force, 
and  Coast  Guard.  This  award  is  given  to  the  recipient  by  the  president 
of  the  United  States.  To  receive  the  award  the  person  has  to  either  be 
nominated  by  another  servicemen  or  nominated  by  Congress. 

The  Medal  of  Honor  has  a long  history  and  started  with  our  nation's  first 
president,  George  Washington.  He  created  the  Badge  of  Military  Merit 
to  award  soldiers  for  individual  acts  of  heroism.  Even  though  the  Badge 
of  Merit  was  discontinued,  but  similar  medals  were  issued  later  on. 

You  may  be  wondering  why  I am  writing  about  the  Medal  of  Honor 
in  a numismatic  newsletter,  but  if  you  have  been  paying  attention  to 
commemorative  coinage  you  would  see  that  this  year  the  United  States 
Mint  has  issued  a commemorative  coin  for  the  Medal  of  Honor.  They 
are  being  minted  to  celebrate  the  establishment  of  the  Medal  of  Honor 
in  1 861 . These  coins  are  minted  in  silver  and  gold,  and  come  in  proof 
or  business  strikes.  More  about  these  coins  can  be  found  on  page  24.

The  gold  coin  designs  are  emblematic  of  the  heritage  and  legacy  of  the  original 
Medal  of  Honor  and  the  era  in  which  it  was  first  established.  The  design  on 
the  obverse  of  this  proof  $5  gold  coin  depicts  the  original  Medal  of  Honor 
authorized  by  Congress  in  1 861  as  the  Navy's  highest  personal  decoration. 

The  reverse  design  features  Minerva,  based  on  the  common  central  image  on  both 
the  original  Navy  and  Army  Medals  of  Honor.  Minerva,  standing  with  a shield 
representing  the  Army  and  Navy  in  her  right  hand  and  the  Union  flag  in  her  left 
hand,  is  flanked  by  a field  artillery  cannon  and  wheel  of  the  Civil  War  era. 


The  201 1 Medal  of  Honor  Silver 
Dollar  is  limited  to  500,000 
coins  (across  both  proof  and 
business  strike  options). 


The  silver  dollar  coin  designs  convey  the  patriotism  of  Medal  of  Honor 
recipients.  The  design  on  the  obverse  of  this  proof  silver  dollar  depicts  the  three 
current  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  Medals  of  Honor,  left  to  right.  The  ribbon 
with  field  of  stars  in  the  center  is  the  common  feature  of  all  three  medals, 
reflecting  the  joint  nature  of  modern  era  warfare  and  the  fact  that  the  Medal 
of  Honor  is  the  only  U.S.  military  medal  worn  around  the  neck. 

The  reverse  design  depicts  a contemporary  infantry  soldier  carrying  a wounded 
soldier  to  safety  under  enemy  fire,  reflecting  the  courage  and  self-sacrifice  of  all 
Medal  of  Honor  recipients.  This  image  conveys  the  patriotism  of  Medal  of  Honor 
recipients,  as  well  as  the  criteria  established  by  Congress  in  1 963  requiring  that 
all  Medals  of  Honor  be  awarded  only  for  heroic  action  in  combat. 

Surcharges  from  the  sale  of  these  coins  are  authorized  to  be  paid  to  the 
Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  Foundation  to  help  finance  its  educational, 
scholarship  and  outreach  programs.
